G. L. FRAZER, School Treasurer. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Monroe: 


I am herewith presenting for your consideration 
my second annual report as superintendent of schools. 


Last year I called your attention briefly to the re- 
quirements of the new school law and indicated some 
of its advantages. Some of the results already appar- 
ent are the inspection of the pupils by a school nurse, 
the improvement of the school houses and the finan- 
cial assistance given by the state. 


The school nurse-has visited each school at least 
twice, has weighed and measured each child, has care- 
fully examined their throats, teeth, eyes, ears and scalp, 
has given private instructions, when needed, on general 
cleanliness, has arranged for clinics and assisted at 
them, and has made nine visits to homes. Twenty- 
seven cases have been treated. The cost for the pres- 
ent school year has been less than $22. 


During the Christmas vacation repairs were made 
on the school house at North Monroe. New sills and 
floor supports were put in where needed. A new chim- 
ney built, new windows cut in on the left of the pupils 
to give the proper amount of light, and the walls cov- 
ered with beaver board. Enough money is left of the 
appropriation to paint the building, both inside and 
out during the coming summer. 


Last year the town received from the state school 
fund $545.70. This year the State Board has approved 
the sum of $1,781.87 for Monroe. A part of this will 
be paid over to the district at once but the sum of 
$831.55 can not be paid until the legislature now in ses- 
sion appropriates the necessary funds. 

The names of the teachers of the district and the 
number of pupils follows: North Monroe, Rosie B. 
Smith, teacher, 22 pupils; Number 3, Anne A. Newton, 
teacher, 11 pupils; Monroe Plain, Violet M. D. Ward, 
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teacher, 18 pupils; Pollard, Emily S. Gebbie and Adine 
L. Lawler, teachers, 15 pupils. 

Next year some provision should be made for con- 
tinuing repairs on school houses. Number 38, badly 
needs a modern toilet attached to the school room and 
additional windows. New desks should be put into the 
room at the Plain and several windows. Sooner or 
later the State will demand these and other minor 
changes to bring the school houses up to the standard. 

There are 13 pupils attending high schools and 
academies at the expense of the town. The town is 
paying $55 per pupil per year which is the miximum 
tuition allowed by the State. Last year no money was 
raised for high school tuition, so the amount of $715 
should be raised at the coming school meeting as a de- 
ficiency appropriation for this purpose. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the pleasant 
relations which have characterized the work of the 
year.
